Criminal court convened on Monday itith 


the usual list of offences charged to the 
various defendants, •with possibly one ex- 
ceptiun. It was that of a minor misrepre- 
senting his age to an innkeeper. This is 
probably the first case of the kind ever heard 
in the Backs County courts. There was an 
unusually large attendance considering the 
small list of cases. 


Judge Terkes usually has something in- 


teresting to fay to the Grand Jury in his ad- 
dres-* to that body, and Monday was no ex- 
ception to the rnle. Among other things 
the Court, in denning larceny, called the at- 
tention of the Grand Jury to the fact that 
the law permits the imposition of costs upon 
a prosecutor where the property stolen does 
not exceed $10 in value, and where a charge 
is not sustained by the conviction of the de- 
fendant. 
Jadgd Yerkes described this as a 


bungling and stupid bit of legislation. While 
it might be proper to impose costs in a case 
where it had been ahowu beyond all doubt 
that tbe prosecution was a malicious one, the 
law was most unjust in that it specified a 
particular sum, which, in this instance, was 
a discrimination in favor of the rich as 
against the poor. To illustrate, the m»n who 
steals a chicken from a poor man is just as 
much a thief as he who robs a rich man of 
his bonds. 
Yet the poor man in protecting 


his property runs great risk of having costs 
imposed upon him merely because of its 
small value, unless a conviction is sustained. 
It does not require a high order of intellect 
to discern the truth of the Court's remarks 
upon this subject, and to also perceive that 
this law would terd to deter poor people 
from prosecuting thieves. 


The Constables in making their returns 


reported highways in bad condition in some 
instances, the Bristol turnpike in Bensalem 
being among those mentioned. The Court 
instructed the Constables that the remedy in 
such cases would be for private citizens to 
lodge information before a Justice of the 
Piace, but ac.Jeil that in the case of the 
Bristol turnpike the Attorney General had 
jurisdiction and action might involve the 
rights of the trolley company now operating 
upon that thoroughfare. 


The county bridge at Hulmeville was re- 


ported to be in danger of collapse, and the 
Constable was instructed to lay the matter 
before the County Commissioners. Hugh B. 
Eostburn, solicitor for the Commissioners, 
stated that they were about to act in the 
matter. 


A complaint about the condition of th« 


public roads since the blizzard induced the 
Court to remark that even in county and 
township affairs the doctrine of paternalism 
was getting a hold upon the people. 
In- 


stead of exercising patience when the ele- 
ments overturn things they now want the 
Supervisors to rectify matters in a day. 
One citizen had addressed a communication 
lo the Court asking Judge Yerkes to come 
down to Lower Makefield and assist in 
shoveling out the drift!. 
No name waa 


signed to the letter, however, ahd it was 
filed as a curiosity. Judge Yerkes stated 
that in years gone by it was the custom for 
farmers lo turn out and open roads or to 
puss through the fields when highways 
were blocked, but now they prefer to pay 
lieavy taxes for the mere purpose of insist- 
ing that the Supervisors perform the labor. 


Another matter brought up was the ne- 


I\K: of counsel for Constables to attach rev- 
enue stamps to the bonds of these officers, 
who began filing them on Monday. A 50- 
ccnt stamp must be attached, and also to 
aotel license bonds, the latter involving an 
expenditure of 75 cents altogether, as two 


is are required, one for the bond and 


one for the power of attorney. 
Observance 


of these requirements some times savea a 
deal of deify and trouble. B. F. Gilkeson, 
of Bristol, took the opposite view from the 
^ourt, however, in relation to stamping 
:ru?teea' bonds, which the Court stated cuold 
be neglected at Mr. Gilkeson's risk, as it 
lad no jurisdiction in the matter. 


The new Act of Assembly increasing Con- 


stab es' fees was the chief subject of discus- 
ion among those officials when they assem- 
bled here on Monday. It is estimated that 
he average increase is 50 per cent. Con- 
stables elected prior to the passage of the 
Act do not come under its provisions. 


When court adjourned Monday evening 


several cases had been disposed of. John 
Davis, colored, of Yardley, was sent to j»U 
for fifteen Jays for abusing a horse. He hod 
been in prison some time. 


Patrick Gibbons, of Philadelphia, and 


William Houlton, of New Hope, were sen- 
tenced to the county jail for two months for 
robbing the New Hope station. Previous 
good records saved them from a lung sen- 
tence. It waa their first offence. 
They 


have been in jail two months. 


Frank Smith, of Rhode Island, who stole 


a shirt from the clothesline of Mrs. Annie 
Mitchell, in Bristol, and wno has been in 
jail some time waa discharged, sentenced be- 
ing suspended. 


Tuesday's record comprised the conviction 


of Robert Scott, a horse thief, who stole a 
team belonging to Mrs. Elizabth Ambler, of 
Langhorne. Scott was sentenced to four 
years and one month in the penitentiary. 


Mrs. Carrie Scott, of New Hope, was con- 


victed of maltreating a stepdaughter, an im- 
becile child, 15 years old, and partially 
paralyzed, who was found with feet frozen 
and body covered with sores, filth and ver- 
min in a celd room which contained only an 
old mattress and half a horse blanket as bed 
clothing, a condition of affairs almost in- 
credible and disclosing heartrending bru- 
tality. Only the suspicion that the woman's 
husband waa equally involved saved her 
from a long sentence. She has been in jail 
and sentence was suspended. 


Joseph and Sannie White, husband and 


wife, were acquitted of complicity in the 
burglary committed last August at the resi- 
dence of Heston Walton, in Warininater.

Those wbo wore brave enough to venture 
out to I'rof. Overman's lecture on the Yel- 
lowstone National Park a few evenings ago 
were more than amply repaid for any "im- 
mersion" they may have gone through to get 
there. The beautiful views of the grandeur 
of this wonderful region, supplemented by 
the interesting description of the various 
places pven by the lecturer, were doubtless 
somewhat in the nature of a revelation to 
most present. The writer can testify that 
although lie has rend much nhotit tlio wonders 
of this region the hour iinif a half spent in 
listening and looking tnld more, and told it 
more understanding!)', if it be allowable to 
use the word, thfin anything he remembers 
in his reading. 
If it were practicable, there 


would be a service done this community if 
the High School Alumni could arrange to 
have this lecture repeated under more fav- 
orable conditions. But all this looks as 
though the writer's object was to ''boom" 
thin lecture. 


Kot the least interesting part of the lec- 


turer's remarks was his appeal, alas '. to 
many empty scats, for an increase of effort 
upon the part of School Directors and others 
having the care of young people, especially 
boys, to put stirring' and yet profitable books 
upon enrly American history before them. 
It is too true, not only in Bristol, but in 
many other places, that while there are ex- 
cellent Hchools, after the manner thought ex- 
cellent now-a-days, where young people are 
filled with names and dates, but after they 
are ready to "graduate" they are left en- 
tirely to themselves in this important matter 
of good reading. The school authorities ap- 
pear to think that they have no responsi- 
bility in this matter, and so offer no oppor- 
tunities for gratifying the very desire for 
knowledge which has been, or should be, 
aroused while at school. 
There are many, 


far more than one-half of those attending 
public school here who, after leaving, are 
obliged to go to work and have no chance to 
get at good books and easily drift into "yel- 
low" literature, (o tlieir own loss and to the 
positive danger of the community. Under 
present laws School Boards have power (o 
remedy this by establishing free libraries, 
and Bristol seems to present an excellent 
field for this work. 
While the present li- 


brary doubtless has many good books its 
field of usefulness is extremely circumscribed. 
It has the nucleus of a good public library 
if the School Board is sufficiently wide 
awake to its duty in the matter to make a 
move. Once do this, and it is not an im- 
probability that individual citizens might 
help in the enterprise, the law empowering 
School Boards to receive gifts, legacies and 
donations for the purpose. Let lue subject

Why should Bristol lug behind ?

There are various laws relating to the es- 


tablishment of free public libraries in our 
Sla'e. The law of 1864 is so limited in ils 
provisions as almost to be without practical 
effect. 
According to the Act of 1895 School 


Boards may establish and maintain free 
ibraries at the cost of the public by levying 
i tax for that purpose. The Act approved 
n May, 1897, gives authority to Borough 
Councils to make appropriations for a like: 
object. It is just as rational to ask the Bor- 
ough Council to establish a free publio 
ibrary as to appeal to the School Board with 
.hat end in view. In either case the public 
would be required to furnish the means; 
and would the public be disposed to do this 
either cheerfully or under protest ? That is 
an essential point to be considered. 


It is much easier to say what might be 


done than to do it. 
Libraries arc useful and 


valuable to any community. 
Books are 


blessings. 
But libraries do not always 


flourish vrilh success. They are not always 
objects of public heed, although they ought 
to be. The Bristol Library is not a free li- 
brary, btit it costs very little to have access 
toils privileges (only about half a cent a 
day), and yet it has never been self-sup- 
porting. Public ambition docs not seem to 
run in that direction. 


There is an excellent school library for 


the benefit of the teachers and pupils, and 
we have no doubt that the superintendent 
and teachers, sustained and encouraged by 
the School Board, do their part towards cul- 
tivating a taste for books and a fondness for 
reading on the part of the pupils. Jlo one 
has a right to assume that their good influ- 
ence fades away when the pupils leave the 
schools, or that they must necessarily lake 
to discredited literature. 
It is unfair to 


assert, without sustaining proof, that the 
pupils, on leaving school, "have no chance 
to get good books and easily drift into 'yel- 
low' literature." 
How are they to obtain 


the latter if they have no chance to get the 
others ? We know that books are cheap— 
that good books are just as cheap as those 
that are not good, and where wise influences 
have prevailed it is far more likely that the 
young people will choose the good rather 
than the worthless. Let us, at least, have 
that much faith in the work of the teachers 
and the 
permanency of wholesome in- 


struction. 


UNFORTUNATE DELAY. 


The Quay trial has been postponed until 


April 10th, ten days before the dale set for 
the adjournment of the Legislature. The de- 
fendants, with (heir attorneys, appeared in 
court last Monday morning at the appointed 
hour with witnesses, testimony and argu- 
ment ready to refute the charges of conspir- 
acy. 
Without a word of warning, at the 


very last moment, when Senator Quay's at- 
torneys were ready to make public the 
declarations which are calculated to relieve 
the distinguished defendant from the odium 
of the clini'RPS oi liis concealed accusers, 
who have thus far prevented his election to 
the United States Senate, District Attorney 
Ilolbermel asked for a stay of proceedings 
until near the close of the legislative session. 
No reasons, were assigned for the unexpected 
move.

Quayiles say that the prosecution discovered 
that it had no case; that the testimony,

The general public 


has not the slightest knowledge of the cause 
for delay. 


District Attorney Rothermel bears an ex- 


cellent reputation for ability, fairness, and 
justice, and he undoubtedly has sufficient 
reasons for causing so much disappointment. 


It is unfortunate that the postponement 


was made at this critical period in the Sena- 
torial contest, as Senator Quay and his 
friends counted upon a speedy acquittal and 
an election before the time set for adjourn- 
ment of tiie Legislature. 


There are some members of the Legislature 


who have repeatedly declared that Senator 
Quay would not dare let his case come to 
trial, and that he was sure of conviction, but 
this idle prediction, like others of a similar 
character, has been thoroughly discredited. 
Senator Quay is not only ready but he is 
anxious to proceed, and under the circum- 
stances the members of the Legislative will 
be justified in extending the proscribed time 
of the session, if it is necessary, to accom- 
plish an election, after the close of the trial 
in Philadelphia. 
An extra session is oblig- 


atory if the Legislature is deadlocked to the 
end, as notr seems probable, so it will cause 
no greater expense it' the time of the session 
is extended, to await the verdict of the jury 
which will listen to the evidence in the al 
leged conspiracy cases.

It was his proud boast 
that be never dotted an "i" or crossed n 
"t" on the Republican ticket, but that 
he always voted for every man in the 
Republican column. He became a power 
in Philadelphia politics. He was in ab- 
solute control of city councils, and when 
he traitorously defeated Penrose for 
mayor he placed a willing tool in. the 
ofUce instead of the ai owed choice of. the 
young Republicans of Philadelphia.

To show the direction in which the 


ideas of marriage are setting, we may say 
that one of the first teachers In Moham- 
medan law in Egypt some time ago laid 
down this maxim—that the prophet has 
allowed four wives to any man who 
would engage to love all four alike, but aa 
he had never met any one capable of do- 
Ing so he would recommend one wife aa 
the interpretation of the prophet's words. 
Indeed the relatives of the wife so resent 
a man'a marrying again that It Is hardly 
ever done. 


In abstinence from drinking to excess 


the whole Egyptian nation stands a head 
and shoulder above u». The hospitality of 
the sheiks, or village headmen, Is bound- 
less and takes the shape of feasts at which 
Athelstane might have presided and 
Cedric been entertained and both found 
themselves at home. 


We have seen men sit down to a banquet 


of 31 heavy courses, where a huge turkey 
was the seventeenth course and the first 
course alone consisted of a whole sheep, 
inside which was a goose, inside that a 
chicken, then a pigeon and finally an egg, 
which last was presented to the principal 
guest, as containing the essence of all. 


The weakest point of the Egyptian's 


armor Is his lock oi' courage and very 
feeble idea of what fair play means. • An 
Egyptian effendi, or man of the upper 
classes, told ine with (jrcat satisfaction of 
a duel one of his countrymen had with an 
Italian, In which the Egyptian chose 
clubs as the weapon to fight with, and 
then disabled the right hand of the 
Italian by a sudden blow before the duel 
had begun.

ANTS OF THE PHILIPPINES. 


Ther Can Bat Their 'Way Inio Houei 


Through Solid Timber. 


Professor Dean C. Worcester, in his 


book on "The Philippines and Their Peo- 
ple," has this to say of the ants of the 
Islands: 


A countless horde of tiny red ants In- 


vaded our premises and refused to decamp. 
They tunneled into our bread overnight 
and built nests there, biting our tongues 
when WB attempted to eat it for breakfast. 
They crawled into the sugar and died, 
making it necessary for us to skim out the 
floating corpses after sweetening our 
coffee. 
They particularly delighted in 


fresh meat and swarmed over U until It 
looked like a solid mass of ants. Not con- 
tent with destroying our food, they at- 
tacked our birdsklns, which they seemed 
to find palatable in spite of the arsenic 
with which they were poisoned. Having 
obtained a very valuable bird just at 
night, I suspended It by a string from the 
center of the ceiling, thinking they surely 
would not find It there. 
The next morn- 


ing it was completely stripped of feathers.. 
We put the legs of our tables in dishes of 
water. The ants built bridges. We sub- 
stituted kerosene They climbed up over- 
head and dropped down. 


The white ants attack wood, paper, 


pasteboard, clothing, cordage—in short, 
anything they can gnaw. They avoid the 
light, often eating their way into a house 
through solid timber, so that their pres- 
ence is not suspected until one breaks 
through a floorboard which they have 
hollowed out or knocks down a bedpost 
with a mere touch. The creatures work 
with astonishing rapidity and will come 
through the floor and the bottom of 
trunk, and reduce its contents to powder 
in a single night. 


On our second visit to the archipelago 


we left a part of our baggage at the 
United States consulate In Manila. Re- 
turning after a short 'absence we found 
that the white ants had eaten our chests 
until they had fallen to pieces of their 
own weight, had utterly destroyed our 
clothing, had gnawed the pasteboard 
boxes from our cartridges and the sacks 
from our shot, had ruined our gun wads, 
letter paper and books and even eaten the 
strings out of the beads Intended for trade 
with the natives.

DANGEROUS HABITS THAT MAY DRIVE 


ONE INSANE. 


Little Trick* That Are Liable to De- 


velop Into Mania, and Tlioii Became 
Incurable — The Morbid Fear of 
MadueM and It* Remit. 
It was norm-e, the old Latin ixxst, who 


pttxlnlinetl the really happy innn to be he 
who understood the oansoa of things. 
And If this bo true of anything it IB true 
ofinsfiiiity. 
AVoarooll of us liable, by 


pursuing certain lines of conduct, to bo- 
oome nmd, and It !» Important that people 
should know exactly what those lines of 
oondui t are. 


Them Is a far too prevalent notion that 


It noc<la an overwhelming disaster to 
throw 11 sound man off his mental bal- 
ance, mid that, given health and brains, 
one con afford to be Very earcloss with 
them. 
Ad a matter of iictwal fact, how- 


ever, a man's mental health may boupnet, 
as can his physical, by an accumulation 
of little things, trifling In themselves, bur 
in the aggregate sufficient to make him a 
poslth o danger to nooloty. 


And among these "little things" are 


habits 
It seems really dreadful to reflect 


that there ore some two dozen of those 
•which perfectly innocent, will neverthe- 
less, if adopted, render one Insane, but It 
is no, 


Flr«t of all there is the reckoning 


nianlti 
Its effector are far worse than the 


name Implies, yliough 1(9 beginnings are 
of the Hllghtesti. 
In the first stage the person is seized 


with ii desire to count something. 
It 


may t ven commence with his checking 
the number of paces ho is taking or by his 
oddltiK up too many columns of figures. 


Then, as the habit grows, his state gets 


worse and worse. He can do nothing, 
nay nothing, think nothing without this 
terrible desire to count coming over him. 
It Is impossible for him to follow any 
occupation, and his conversation is con- 
stantly interrupted by his attempting to 
add something up, no matter what, If it 
is only the pieces of furniture in the room. 


Very frequently It Is not till the last 


and most acute stage that the patient 
goes to see the doctor. Then, as a rule, 
something very extraordinary happens. 
The patient commences to state his com- 
plaint and then breaks off hurriedly. 
"Excuse me a moment," he says, and 
then when the physician notices that the 
number of buttons on his waistcoat are 
being counted he knows he has a "reck- 
oner' ' to deal with. 


The fact that the reckoning manls, Is 


almost incurable and that its beginnings 
are so exceedingly slight should make one 
doubly cautious of contracting It. The 
patient will count everything, from chim- 
ney pots to raindrops, and his mind is 
alwaj s in a ferment of reckoning. 


Another habit mania, and one a great 


man oontraoted—to wit, Dr. Johnson—Is 
the tapping mania. With him It took the 
form of tapping every post he passed with 
his widtlng stick, just as with the great 
Napolnon the reckoning mania caused 
him t« count the houses in the streets he 
drove through, two by two. 


Unfortunately, however, we have not 


all the energy of will and robustness of 
mind of these two Titans, and the result is 
that with ordinary mortals the tapping 


. -inaniit is apt to have terrible result*. 


The lengths to which It will carry a 


man It is positively awful to contemplate. 
Should it happen that ho omits to tap or 
touch the object as he posses by it he will 
return to do so, and he end* by tapping 
every object of that kind that he sees. 


The fact that once a man's mind get! in 


the habit of dwelling on one idea or be 
comes obsessed by it he Is extremely liable 
to go mad is illustrated by an extraordi- 
nary case that, were it not vouched for on 
unimpeachable scientific authority, one 
would reject as incredible. 


A well to do retired man of business 


made a habit of noticing the face and 
features of almost every woman he came 
in oontect with to see if she were pretty 
or not So far did this mania go with 
him that on one occasion, when he had to 
take t railway journey from London to 
Manchester, the fact that he forgot to dis- 
cover what the London station barmaid 
was like so annoyed him that he actually 
travelled bock to town to discover. This 
is the clearest case on record of a man go- 
ing mad from habit. 


There is a well substantiated case of a 


man who, imbued with the notion that 
13 wrm an unlucky number, could not 
keep It out of his calculations. Every- 
thing ho saw, everything he was engaged 
in, seomod to him to suggest the fatal 
number until at last melancholia of the 
most pronounced kind rendered him unfit 
to bo at large. 


If you hov« ever visited a lunatic asy 


him, yon will have found at least one 
lunatic who persist* In walking round and 
round a more or less accurate circle. 
And if you had been able to trace out the 
cause of his insanity yon would have 
found ont most probably that ho went 
road originally through his seeing some 
circular motion and feeling Impelled to 
Imitate it. 


It might have oven been that a hum- 


ming top caused him to got up and run 
round and round the room or that ho 
started to do so when playing with a little 
child 
Too much waltzing has even been 


known to produce the same mania in a 
mild form, and the habit of running, 
walking or even writing in circles, a form 
which has an extraordinary attraction for 
some people, is invariably attended with 
disastrous results. 


But quite the most dangerous habit—oi 


mind, that Is—and one against which 
readers of this article should be warned is 
the fear of Insanity, which, strangely 
enough, frequently induces It.—English 
Magazine.

EVERYDAY SAYINGS. 


It* M*«»1n» and Economical €••• 


Explained by a Wentern Sheriff. 
"It Is In the newly settled regions of the 


far west, where bad men congregate and 
turn loose, that tho running cinch works 
to best advantage, and it saves costs to the 
cornin unity and trouble to the sheriff," 
said »n ex*horlff from New Mexico to a 
reporter in the office of an up town hotel 
"It works well all round and satisfies 
everybody < oncernj'iWftcopt the man that 
ii cinched, arid )ie^iic\er complains, bo- 
cause he's dead. 
"You nee, it often happens that a sheriff 


in a wild and woolly region, with the best 
Intentions, has a live prisoner on his 
hands that ought by all good rights to be 
ilnnted. He is responsible for his safe 
keeping in a jail that n cow could walk 
(trough, and be knows that tho man is 
dangerous svery minute that he lives. 
Tho prison'ir's friends outside are plotting 
so help him escape on tho ono hand, and 
on tho other there is iJways the chance 
that the oil izeiis get up a necktie party 
and call for the prisoner with a rope, 
which is a reflection on the sheriff and 
gross dlsreupoot to the majesty of the law. 


"These things worry the sheriff, and he 


thinks he's stood enough of it, so he leaves 
matters loose in the jail, and there is not 
much of a watch kept that any ono can 
see, and tho prisoner, seeing nothing to 
hinder, walks out some day and runs for 
It. He dots not get far. The sheriff has 
everything prepared, with men waiting, 
and the prisoner is bored and ballasted 
with lead before he has time to make 
much of a show as a pacemaker. 


'The Mormons have used the possibili- 


ties of tho running cinch the roost sys- 
tematically, and in the days when they 
held cards and spades in Utah a 'gentile' 
prisoner in their hands was liable to bo 
ovorpersuaded if he declined to take ad- 
vantage of the chances they gave him to 
nm. 
During the building of the Union 


Pacific roiid through Utah the jail at 
Brlghamvllle, 40 miles from Salt Lake 
City, became famous for this. Although 
tho prisoners comprised the toughest 
oluss of im n, such as naturally flocked to 
tho country as the railroad advanced, no 
effort was made to hold them in jail, 
and a door or window wan always left 
opcn~~Bome whore at their service should 
they feel inclined to walk out. But none 
ever got away or outlived Ills experiment 
in breaking gall. Tho Mormons in official 
authority lire always good shots, and the 
prison guardb kept their praotice up in this 
way."It was through an atrocious misuse of 
the running cinch that tlw great Apache 
chief Mangas Colorado was killed by 
United States soldiers about 40 years ago. 
Ho had surrendered as a prisoner of war 
and was hold under guard in camp when 
the plot was made for his death. As he 
refused tho opportunities given him to run 
he was pricked with a rodhot bayonet 
thrust through the wall of the tent in 
which he was lying. At that he sprang 
from the tont and was killed by the guard 
as an escaping prisoner. This dastardly 
murder, which was wholly without justi- 
fication, proved a costly crime for the gov- 
ernment In the end. 
After this the 


Apaches \v ould not trust the white man's 
word, and long wars followed as a conse- 
quence, in which thousands of lives were 
lost and vast expense incurred."—Now 
York Sun.

Initials spelled cat. The incident so dis- 
pleased Toombs that ho immediately drop- 
ped his middle name and was known 
henceforth as plain "Bob."—New York 
Press.

George Wither In a "Poem on Christmas" 
gives the warning that'' Care will kill a 
cat," and a couplet from John Wolcot's 
" Expostulary Odes" contains the same 
sentiment: 


Care to our coffin adds a nail, no doubt, 
And every grin BO merry drtnvb one out. 
"Nothing venture, nothing have," is 


found in "Five Hundred Points of Hus- 
bandry," by Thomas Tusser. Churchill, 
in "The Ghost," said, "The more haste 
the less speed." "To go in one ear and 
out at the other" probably had its origin 
in Chaucer's " One care it heard, at the 
other it went out " 


Prior, In his "Epilogue to Lucius," gave 


us an adage which is In use every day, 
"Tho gray mare will prove the better 
horse." "My dear, my better half," was 
said by Sir Philip Sidney, in "Arcadia." 
"Sauce for the goose is sauce for the gan- 
der" is from "The New Maxims of Tom 
Brown," and another proverb often exem- 
plified is from a fable by Gay: 


ID every age and clime we see 
Two of a trade can ne'er agree. 


Ben Jonson, in "The Devil Is an Ass," 


says that'' A burnt child dreads the fire.''' 
" 'Tls good to look before you leap" 
comes from Martin Parker's "Excellent 
New Medley." Goldsmith tells us that 
"Man wants but little here below." 
"Coming events cast their shadows be- 
fore" is found in "Lochiel's Warning," 
by Campbell. "Discretion is the better 
part of valor" occurs in Beaumont and 
Fletcher's "A King and No King," and 
Shakespeare uses almost the same words 
in "Henry IV"—"The better part of valor 
is discretion, in which better part I have 
saved my life." 


Many other sayings have been used 


with slight variations by several authors. 
"Comparisons are odious" is found in 
Burton's "Anatomy of Melancholy," in 
Heyward's "A Woman Killed by Kind- 
ness," In Donne, and in George Herbert 
In "Don Quixote" we read that "Com- 
parisons are offensive." Thomas a Kem- 
pls says that'' Of two evils the less is to be 
chosen," and in Prior's "Imitations of 
Horace" we find, "Of two evils I have 
chosen the least." Wordsworth is respon- 
sible for tho statement that "Tho child is 
father to the man," but in "Paradise Re- 
gained" Milton had already said: 


The childhood shows the man 
As morning shows the day. 


The changes have been rung on the ex- 


pression "All is not gold that glitters." 
Middleton gives "All is not gold that 
glistens." 
Spenser, in the "Faerie 


Queene," says, "Gold is not all that gold- 
en seems." 
Lydgate 1ms "In all that 


glisters gold all is not gold that outward 
showeth light." Dryden's version is "All, 
as they say, that glistens "is not gold,'' 
and Chaucer, in the "Canterbury Tales," 
says the same thing, but with more cir- 
cumlocution : 


But I think that which schineth as the geld 
Is naught aa that I have herd tell. 
"There's luck in odd numbers," Lover 


makes Rory O'Moore say. And in "The 
Merry Wives of Windsor" we find "Good 
luck lies In odd numbers, * * * they say 
there is a divinity in odd numbers, either 
in nativity, chance or death." 
"Heaven 


never helps the man who will not act," 
said Sophocles, and Sir Philip Sidney put 
the same idea in smaller compass in "God 
helps those who help themselves." 
"Holy" George Herbert is the author or 


compiler of many shrewd sayings, such as 
"Wouldst thou have thy cake and keep it 
too?" 
"The wearer knows where the 


shoo pinches," "Little pitchers have wide 
ears," "It is poor sport that is not worth 
the candle," "God's mills grind slow but 
sure," "Half the world knows not how 
the other half lives," "His bark Is worse 
than his bite," "The burnt child dreads 
theflre," "The mill cannot grind with 
water that is past, "Whose house Is glass 
must not throw stones at another," "God 
comes to see without a bell," "An ill 
laborer quarrels with his tools," "To a 
close shorn sheep God gives wind by 
measure." This is probably the origin of 
the proverb "God tempers the wind to the 
shorn lamb," which was said by Sterne in 
"Tristram Shandy." 
Herbertalso quotes 


"Man proposes; God disposes." 
This 


was first said by Thomas a Kempls. 


A great many of our common sayings 


are taken from Shakespeare. 
"As dead 


as a door nail" and "To give the devil his 
due" ore from "Henry IV." 
"My cake 


Is dough" is from "The Taming of the 
Shrew." 
"Screw your courage to the 


sticking place" is found in "Macbeth." 
Some quotations from Shakespeare are 
credited to the Bible, as, for Instance, 
"That bourne from which no traveler re- 
turns," which is used by a worthy deason 
once a week in prayer meeting in the be- 
lief that it is a Scriptural quotation.- 


Beaumont and Fletcher are responsible 


for several much used sayings, such as 
"Beggars should never be choosers," 
found in "The Scornful Lady," and "One 
man's meat is another man's poison," 
which Is taken from "Love's Cure," and 
In Butler's "Hudibras" occur "To take 
the wrong sow by the ear," "To get by 
hook or crook," "To count their chickens 
ere they 're hatched'' and'' To smell a rat.''

Of this amount 
there are in the carcass two sots of first 
quality ribs, consisting of seven Tibs in 
each set and weighing about 40 pounds 
per set. There are also two loins weigh- 
ing about 40 pounds each. There is on an 
average 175 pound? of choice beef in eacli 
well regulated steel1, bnt some butchers 
have buou known to sell porterhouse from 
a carcass alter everything was gone but 
the horns. The remainder of the beef, 
after the choicest has beeu cut away, Is 
call the "misnomer," from the fact that 
It sells at a lower price. A largo percent- 
age of tho most nutritious meat is found 
in the coarser cuts, but nearly every one 
demands a part of the 175 pounds, which 
is a false idea of domestic economy as well 
as judgment. 


Practical experience has shown that 


the utilization of the chucks, the best part 
of the round, the rump, flank, the plate 
and brisket gives the best results and is 
conducive to better health that the higher 
priced meats. 
Such parts need more at- 


tention while cooking, however, yet the 
many tempting dishes that may be made 
from them more than repay for all extra 
trouble 
The average housewife may not 


know it, but nevertheless it is a fact that 
butchers who are daily itud hourly han- 
dling all kinds of cuts of beef almost in- 
variably choose for their own consumption 
flank steak. 
They say it is more savory 


and just as tender as tenderloin, which cut 
the butcher seldom eats 
The flank steak 


, is situated between the inside and outside 
layers of creamy colored fat in the flank, 
and when taken from well fed stock is ex- 
cellent. It costs at the market bnt half as 
much as porterhouse or sirloin. 


An old butcher once told me that the 


best piece of meat in the bullock tor mak- 
ing a dish of boiled beef is the close 
grained top piece over the shoulder blade. 


Meat adhering to the ribs makes much 


more satisfactory steak than the so called 
sirloin, and costs but little. This piece 
may be larded and served as is filet do bceuf. 
It is also quite acceptable as miguon 
steak.—Omaha World-Herald.
